A  very  -interesting  chapter  in  tbe 
:Ncw  York  Kvoning  Post  delineates  tho 
religions  characteristics  as  displayed 
by  tbe  colored  people  of  the  lower 
Mississippi.  It  is  shown  that  nil  cere- 
monies jn  any  way  connected  wilb 
religion  display  remarkable  emotional 
and  sensational  elements.  Tho  funeral 
is  simply  nn  occasion  for  indulging  in 
tho  luxury  of  grief  und  being  for  the 
moment  tbo  cculro  of  observation  and 
the  subjoct  of  conversation.  After 
tho  deceased  is  laid  ont  and  placed  in 
coffin,  the  latter  is  lifted  into  a 
wagon  drawn  by  mnlcs.  "It  is  tho 
traditional  and  always  exacted  privi- 
lege of  tbo  nearest  of  kin,"  says  tbe 
Post's  corrcspoudent,  "to  sit  on  tbo 
coffin  as  it  goes  to  tho  gravo.  Over 
the  wagon,  und  often  in  tho  procession 
aro  borno  small  flngs  of  diverse  colors, 
each  with  its  meaning.  A  black  flag, 
as  I  hear,  indicates  Ihe  bnd  character 
of  the  dosd,  or  at  least  a  ralionnl 
doubt  as  to  his  moral  traits  and  pros- 
peels  of  posthumous  happiness;  a 
white  flag  symbolises  his  good  quali 
tics,  while  a  black  banner  crossed  will 
wbilo  murks  is  tbe  chnrch  emblem  li 
typify  his  Christian  fellowship.  Then 
the  long  procession,  rondo  up  ol  dnsky 
families  in  wagons  and  on  foot,  wend- 
ing* its  way  to  tbe  grave,  singing, 
shouting  and  wailing.  At  tbo  grave 
"cc  is  short,  while  the  chief 
mournors,  crowding  around  the  shal- 
low hole,  throw  their  hnnds  wildly  it 
shout,  and  finally  fall  dowu, 
tearing  the  earth  in  their  seemipg  par- 
oxyms  of  woe."  The  funeral  sermon 
takes  place  after  the  bnrinl.  Some- 
times it  is  postponed  two  years  and 
en  ten  years.  When  it  is  delivered 
tho  occasion  is  a  memorable  one. 
Half  a  dozen  preachers  arc  engaged 
aud  the  services  last  all  night.

The  great  Kast  rtvar  bridge,  after  so 
many  delays  and  postponements,  that 

incompleteness  seemed  to  be  itsperma- 
nent  condition,  is  at  last  so  nearly  Ho- 
ished  that  it  is  expected  to  bo  opeucd 
for  trawl  within  two  months.  It  is 
the  largest  aud  most  costly  bridge  in 
the  world.  It  has  been  sixleou  years 
in  building,  and  has  cost  nearly  flfteeu 
millions.  The  orignal  estimnto  of  in 
cost  was  ten  millions,  and  it  w«*  expect- 
ed thnt  ten  wars  would  be  required  lo 
complete  it.  The  lowers  supportiug 
the  cables  from  which  the  bridge  is  sus- 
pended are,  reckoning  from  the  foun- 
dation to  thv  summit,  tho  tallest  slmct- 
this  country.  Tho  main  span 
a  tho  centers  of  tho  towers 
1.VW  feet  Cinches  iu  leugth,  nnd  the 
total  length  of  ihe  bridge,  with  its  ap- 
proaches on  both  sides,  is  $DS8  feel. 
The  height  of  Ihe  roadway  abov

The  new  two-cent  rate  of  lottcr-post- 
ngo  goes  into  e fleet  on  tho  first  day  ol 
October  next,  nnd  by  the  change  tho  fa- 
miliar green  three-cent  stamp,  bearing 
the  profile  of  Washington,  will  go  out 
iftor  thirteen  years  ol 
Tho  first  issue  of  ndhesivo 
postage  stamps  used, by  the  government 
appeared  In  1851,  and  rousistcd 'of  two  I 
denomination? ,  n  Hve-ccnt  stamp  bear- 
ing the  face  of  Franklin,  whose  xcol  nnd  ' 
anility  laid  tho  lonndntion  of  our  postal 
system,  nnd  a  10c.  stamp  with  tho  head 
of  Washingtou  upon  it.  Not  long  nftcr 
a  second  scries  of  five  dcuominntlons  wns 
issued.  The onc-cont  stamp  bore  Frank- 
lin's image,  threo  Wnshingtou's,  tho 
flvo  Jefferson's,  and  tho  ten  nnd  Iwolvo 
n  varied  picture  of  Washington.  Iu 
I  Sj7  this  scries  wns  iucrensed  by  the 
issue  of  n  twenty* four,  u  thirty,  and  n 
uinoly-cenl  stamp,  nud  of  these  two  dit 
fcrent  portraits  ol  Washington  monopo- 
lixed  the  Iwcoty-foun  aud  ninety,  while 
second  view  of  Frnukliu  filled  tho 
frame  of  tho  thirty.  Tho  third  issue 
ippcurcd  in  18(11,  Wnshington  still  np- 
pciring  uu  llvo  denominations,  Frank- 
il  JefTcrson  on  one.  In 
1H63  tho  first  two-cent  stump  wns  print- 
It  was  blnck  and  boro  tho  fuco  of 
Jackson  very  couspicuoosly  plnecd.  It 
lMQlj  tlio  fittcon  cout  stamp  was  intro- 
duced for  foreign  postugc,  nud  hnd 
placed  upon  it  tho  portrait  of  Lincoln. 
These  remnincd  iu  use  without  chnugo 
till  1870,  when  a  scries  of  leu  squure 
stamps  of  various  do«igns  appeared. 
Threo  of  them  boro  portraits.  The 
ono  cent  wns  still  reserved  for  Frunkltu. 
Wnshington  wus  placed  on  tho  six  ccot, 
nnd  Lincoln  on  tho  ninety  cent.  The 
other  designs  ■Acre  Inuciful  nnd  utipop* 
ulur,  nnd  a  new  issao,  the  ouo  now  iu 
uso,  wus  brought  out  a  montb  lulcr. 
In  this,  Franklin  is  on  the  one  cent, 
Jackson  ou  tho  two,  Wnshiogtou  ou  the 
three,  Liucolu  mi  tlio  six,  Jcffcrsou  on 
tho  ten,  Chiy  on  ihe  twelve,  Webster 
on  the  llftccu,  Scott  ou  tho  twcuty-lour,
